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Under its new director, Nixon-appointee

4) Pilots of American helicopters 
flying closc-support missions for 
Cambodian ground operations have 
been given strict orders that in the 
event they have to land their craft 
for any reason, they are to wander 
around, saying, “Hey, are you sure 
this is Vietnam?
